"I die with a happy heart aware of the immeasurable deeds of our 
soldiers at the front. From the sacrifice of our soldiers and from my ovm 
unity with them unto death, will spring up in the history of Germany the 
seed of a radiant renaissance of the National Socialist movement and thus 
of, the realization of a true community of nations'* • 

Those were reportedly the last words of Adolf Hitler just before 
he committed suicide and from them came the title of the National Renaissance 
Party which exists today. 

Founded by James H, MADOLE in January of 19U9, the organization 
has continued' to exist in New York City for some 21 years* 

' MADOLE who was 22 years of age at the time was described in the 
Sund ay Compass Magazine section of that New York paper; dated November 20, 19U9; 
"5y"reporter Harry Henderson as a "thin anemic -looking boy who suffers from 
chronic asthma and cannot stand too much excitement". He lived with his 
mother at .22 2 Eg Main Street. Beacon^ No Y» (population 12,000 in 19U9)o 
MADOLE »S father was French and separated from his mother when he was quite 
young* His mother worked as a clerk for an insurance company and passed her 
rabid anti-jewish hatred on to her son. After graduation from high school 
he worked for a textile firm until he was fired by his Jewish employer 
when they learned of his anti-jewish activitieso MADOLE then devoted his 
full time to his belief in animism^ the Webster dictionary definition of 
which is "a doctrine that the soul is the vital principle of organic development"^ 
attribution of conscious life to nature or natural objects", "belief in the 
existence of spirits separable from bodies"* MADOLES definition was a 
philosophy based on "values of individual personality, private enterprise and 
government by the intellectual elite" • 

He attacked democracy as "rule by the ignorant mass", and rejected 
the "liberal democratic line",- which he called "the general idea of breaking 
down all forms of racial pride and the general idea of mongrelization of the 
races" ♦ ^ * - ' - 

Aligning himself with other pro-fascist nationalist leaders who 
were interested in consolidating their scattered forces, MADOLE formed in 
19U8 the Animist Party and witnessed its demise April of 19U9. Then choosing 
his t itle from the Fuehrer ' s last words he founded the National Renaissance 
Party which exists today* ^ 

The party began publication of a four page monthly, periodical- 
entitled the National Renaissance Bulletin and billed it as "the only Facist 
publication in America". In the "Bulletin" dated May 1953 MADOLE boasts 
that, "What Hitler accomplished in' Europe, the -National Renaissance Party shall 
yet accomplish in AmericaSii ^ ' ./ y/ 6 ^ /^//^ '^c^ 'vC^

MADOLE surrounded himself with a Nazi style "Elite Guard" who 
adopted the uniform of Hitlers guard of the same name with the lightning 
bolt replacing the swastika. Taking an oath of unconditional obedience to 
the NRP leaders their slogan was "One Race - One Nation - One Leader", 

The NRP then began a series of rallies and counter demonstrations 
which more often than not led to some form of violent confrontation„as follows; 

MAY, 19)49 : The NAP disrupted the concert of CP member PAUL ROBESON at 
Peekskill,New York and sparked a riot at that location resulting in a 
number of injuries. 

APRIL 19^2; A mass outdoor rally held on York Avenue in New York City was 
disrupted by a group of Jewish War Veterans and resulted in violence. 

During 19^2 the NRP claimed 22 successful Rallies and boasted attendance 
of 70 to 200 people.

MY 29 19^3 ; Loew«s Theatre syndicate in NYC cancelled the NRP use of their hall 
at 169 Eo 06th Street, NYC and forced them to hold a street rallye 

For the next ten years there is no record of a major confrontation, 

MAY 26, 1963 : The National Renaissance Party held a rally at 86th street and 
first Avenue in the Yorkville section of Manhatten, N.Y. (This was the site of 
the German-American bund rallies held prior to World War II.)T(ftien the leader of 
the Jevrish War Veterans announced he v&s going to make a citizens arrest and 
approached the speakers rostrum, a riot ensued involving some UOOO people and 
policeo Among those arrested at the tme was one LOUIS MOSTACCIO 3Uyrs. of the 
ELITE GUARD charged with striking a N.YoC. detective with a flagstaff* For thxs 
offense MOSTACCIO received a jaia sentence of five days. 



The party's biggest confrontation with the law came in July of that 
same yearo 

JULY Ig, 1963 : Seven party members were arrested and charged with plotting 
riots at the White Castle hamburger stands in the Bronx N.I, Their vehicles were 
searched and the following cache of arms seized: 

Rifles - Shotguns - Revolvers - thousands of rounds of ammunition - Cross Bows - 
Nitric Acid - Machettes and BayonettSo

In August of 1963 all of the above plus one other not -named, were indicted by 
Grand Jury for Advocating Criminal Anarchy, Attempting to Riot, and Violation of 
the Sullivan lawo ... 

In April of I96U the charges of Criminal Anarchy were dropped but the subjects were 
tried on the other charges. Disposition is not known at this time. 

Regarding the program and propaganda of the National Renaissance 
Party, I quote from a preliminary report by the House Un-American Activities 
Gommitteej "The program and propaganda of the National Renaissance Party is 
virtually borrowed wholesale from the Fascist and Nazi dictators. Its nine point • 
program advocates abolition of parlimentary government in the United States in 
favor of government by a "trained elite"; establishment of a Fascist corporate 
economyj encouragement of "racial" pride; presenfation of the "white Aryan" race 
by gradual deportation of the "Porto (sic) Ricans, Negroes, Jews and Asiatics" | 
and the denial to Jewish people of citizenship, professional and political posts, 
and the right of " intermarriage »o Unquote. . . ^. v, ^

National Kenaissancc Party activities cenler on the dissemination 
of fascist propaganda through the BuMin, other printed liteniiure, 
and through street-corner oratory. The Mhlin has been published 
in Beacon," N. Y., where Madole's home at 224 East Main Street lias 
served as national headqmutfs of (he organizaiion until the spring 
of 1954. At that time, .Madole took tip residence at 10 West 90th 
Street, New York Citv, and announced (he new national headquartei'S 
address as Bo.x 238. 20S East S6th Street, New York City. Street 
meetings have long been held a,t the corner of SSth Streetand York 
Avenue in the Yorkvillc section 'of .Manhattan. There, in seiisonable 
weather, Madole may be seen haranguing sometwo dozen followers 
witli a mi.Kture of praises for Hitler and .Uussolini and vituperation 
against minority groups.

The program and propaganda of the National Renaissance Party is 
virtuallv borrowed wholesale from the Fsisoist and Xazi dictators. 
' Its nine-point progi-am advocates abolition of parliaraentar)- gov- 
ernment in the United States in favor of government by a trained 
elite"; estahhshmcnt of a Fascist corporate economy; cncourageraen 
of "racial" pride; preservation of the "white Aryan" race bv gradual 
deportation of the "Porto [sic] Ricans, Negroes, Jews and Asiatics ; 
and the denial to Jewish people of ■citizenship, professional and 
political posts, and the right of "intermarriage." * 

MIP propaganda contains extensive rehashes of Hitlers speeches. 
T\-pical are National Renaissance Mkh articles, 'Adolf Hitler • 
Exi.lains Xazi Anii-Semiti^in," appearing in the February 19o3 issue 
and "Adolf Hitler, the George IVashiiigtou of Europe," which appeared 
in the i«'ue of Mav 1953.' , ' . , ... , 

XRP's own l.'iidcrs imitate the Hitler line. Eustace MiiHins, who 
h?s joined Madole in his street-comer propagandizing, is the con- 
tributor of an article entitled "Adolf Hitler: An Appreciation, m 
the ]Wm of October 1952,« John M. Lundoff, Brooklyn chairman 
of the \RP, extolled the features of the Fascist corporate slate in llie 
. April 1«52 Mkh^ and asked the youth of America to choose lift ween 
■ "paiiianientarv dtmocracv with its empty promises and discord or 
the clear, bniv?, and vouthful Fascism principles outlinwl here. 
Chief source of propaganda for the XRP, however, is \ redcrick Uiaii".s ^ 
F. Weiss, of Middletown, X. Y., who is portrayed as a pluato of 
the University of Heidelberg and the Sorboime. His prolihc writings 
in the Mclf/i and in separate leailels are mainly racist dialnbcs.

Madole's group offers its fascist program as the antido c to 
communism. The falsity of its anti-Communist role is immediately 
exposed bv NRP's insistence that a Communist is synonymous with 
"Jew." the NRP not only violates our constitutional principles by 
making this minority its target; it also frequently supports the position 
of the verv Communists it allegedly opposes. 

For example, the XRP accuses the United States Government, 
whetlicr under Democratic or Republican control, of seeking to pro- 
mote a new world war to "carry out the economic and political 
ambitions of a small coterie of international Wall Street bankers. '

asiWof the National Kenaissance Party. In its printed liicrature, 
Xltrlias attempted to dis^i^niise such appeals, althoujjh the unplica- 
tions are clear in headlines such as the following:

BiiMu as a former registered agent for Maj. Gen. Otto Kemer's 
Socialist Reich Parly-a nro-Xazi group in West Germany now 
banned bv the German Government. 

The N'RP had previously publicized Thompson as the .national 
director of a newlv formed American Committee for the Advancement 
of Wtstern Cnltiire. James Madole, Kurt Mertig, Frederick Charles 
F. Weiss, and other "officers and members" of the NRP also were 
represented on this committee, which had the jirandiose roleof serving 
as "a high policy planning gronp for the coordination of racial nation- 
alist activities in America, Europe, Africa . and Asia." "

Madole announced in his June 1953 Bmin that a local MU 
headquarters had also fceeu set up at 2(i2/ Hale Avenue in Louisville, 
Ky., under the leadei-ship of J. W. Mitchell, a high-school student. 
Subsequent inquiry by the committee revealed that the branch in 
Louisville never attaiiied any significant success and that it has since 
been dissolved.

Two Maior Outdoor Rallies Blost Communism 
. InYorkvllle! 

On the night of August 26th and September 2nd. speakers 
for the National Renaissance Party spoke to cheering crowds 
on the corner ofS6th Street and Second Avenue, the main 
thoroughfare and" heart of Yoikville. New members were 
signed up right on the street corner, as one speaker after an- 
other outlined tlie party program and attaclied Liberalism. 
Communism and Democratic decay. 

Speakers at the first meeting were James H. Madole, 
partv director; Kurtjer.tig,. Chairman of the Citizens Pro- 
tective League-^ndl;. Daniel Hurts, of the Christian Front, 
Both of the latter organizations .are officially affiliated with 
the National Renaissance Pariy. Some five hundred copies 
of the National Renaissance Bulletin were passed out -and 
new members were signed up in the crowd of about three 
hundred people. Some thirty party merabers'and two squad' 
cars of police kept order in the crowd. 

At tlie second meeting, liie Jewish War Veterans of 
Arthur Aaronson had demande^l that pari\- members should ■ 
be forbidden to .speak. A New York Deputy Inspector and two 
other dignitaries wei'e present and warned .Mr. Madole that 
any mention of a specific race would cause the arrest of 
speakers on the grounds of incitement to riot. Everything 
possible was done to intimidate the .speakei-s but the meeting 
commenced anyway. 

After Mr. Madole had spok.^n for fifteen minutes, a Jew 
in' the front of the audience demanded his arrest on the

grounds that he had been making insinuations against the 
Jewish race and its connection with Communism. Mr. Madole 
had been condemning llio practice of flying a foreign (lag 
or symbol be.side the flag of the United States and had named 
Israel and its Jewish .supjiorters in New York City as ex- 
ampl"S ',•( this practice. The Jew was told by the Deputy In- 
spector that "nothing has been said to warrant this man's 
fii'resi." 

Hecklers trom Ihp .Jewish War Veterans began to shonl 
interruptions and ehaildigi'd the right of parly speakers to 
speak on behalf of American war veterans. One of these 
hecklers was permiti^'d to speak for five minutes but the in- 
furiated crowd booeJ him off the speakers stand. He had 
complained about the use of the Cro.ss above the flagpole on 
the speakers stand and the crowd accused him of trying to 
i-eplace the Cross with the .Star of David. 

x\ third Yorkville meeting .scheduled' for September 9th 
was halted by the Deputy Inspector on the grounds that all 
Yorkville was getting .stirred up and insufficient police were 
pi-esent to prevent a riot. The Jewish War Veterans were' 
e.vierting terrific pressure on the Police Department and had 
succeeded in halting the meeting. ■

"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 1963, 
published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this 
organization is chartered in the State of Virginia as "The 
George Lincoln Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia Assembly 
prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia-chartered organization. As of January 1, 1967, 
the official name of this organization was changed to 
"National Socialist White People's Party," according to 
Commander Rockwell. ^ 

On August 25, 1967, George Lincoln Rockwell was 
assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP headquarters 
building. The August 28, 1967, issue of the "Northern ^ 
Virginia SunJ' a daily nev/spaper published at Arlington, 
Virginia, stated that Matthias Koehl, Jr., took command 
of the Party after Rockwell's assassination.

■ on February 26, 1959. It vms' based upon the concept of an inter- 
national "National Socialist" movement, as espoused "by" THie German" 

•Nazi. Party, 'which was hfeaded by Adolf Hitler. The ANP-WUFEKS 
■supports and follov,'s the line of hatred against -Negroes, Jevs, 
and co:nniunists, through ?>pecches, published literature, demon- 
;strations and publicity-seeking devices for the purpose of 
seeking a legitimate dominant politica.1 party within the United 
States and foreign Countries. 

"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 1963, 
published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this organ- 
ization is chartered in the State of Virginia as "The George' 
Lincoln Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia Assembly pro- 
hibits the use of "Nazi" or ".Na'tJonal Socialism" in a Virginia- 
chartered organization. As ' of January 1, 1967, the official 
name of this organization- v/as -changed to "National Socialist 
White People's Party," according to Commander Rockvrell. 

On August 25, 1967, George Lincoln Rockwell V7as ■• • 

■ assassinated. in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters 
Building. The August 28, 19,67, issue of the "Northern Virginia 

■Sun," a daily newspaper published at Arlington, Virginia, stated 
that Matthias Koehl, Jr., took command of the Party, after'

ville, South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new 
political . party, to be kno\TO as the United White Party."

• represented. The UWP was reported as being oppos'ed tt)"all "race- 
mixing organizations and individuals*"

file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the 
banner of the National States Rights Party," with national- 
offices at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana.

On August 3} 1971^ a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that on 
July 31, 1971? the National Renaissance Party (NRP), led by 
KRP President James Madole, sponsored a street rally at the 
intersection of Second Avenue and 8H-th Street, in New York 
City (NYC). This rally commenced at approximately 6:00 PM, 
and terminated at 9:00 PM. At the height of the rally, 
approximately 15 NRP members were present. 

. The NRP was founded in 19^9, by 
James H. Madole, National Director. 
The NRP is headquartered in Madole' s 
residence at '10 West 90th.

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If you think Nazis exist only in WW H 
^movies, and such programs as "Hogan's 
Heroes/' and swastikas arc relics or 
som(*lhinp to laugh at, you weren't at the 
rally on tx\i\ Avenue between 84th and 85th 
Streets on Saturday, July 31 around fi P.M. 

It was held by the National Ilcnaissance 
Party, a neo-Nazi organization, who 
hurled verbal vitriol at the onlookers, 
while under the protection of over 40 
Tactical PatrolTorce policemen. 

As Americans, we are entitled to 
protection by the police, and to the right of 
freedom of speech, but where docs free 
speech end and inciting a riot begin? 

Not content to lambaste the Jews, their 
most frequent target, they also took out 
after blacks, hurling insults— to put it most 
mildly— at both groups with equal fervor. 
At least they showed no diserimination in 
deeulini', whom to insuU to what ext^^nt- 
they lore into t)olh >;r(iiips with r((ual 
veh(Mnene(\ That is probably the only good 
thing thai can be said about Ihem. 

They set their platform tip In frtuil of a 
store* own(»d by blacks, and i)roee(*ded to 
htnl their instills. Of th(» blacks, Ihey said 
all of Ihem' should be expelled from this 
continent, and that Ihe crime rate of the 
blacks was the result not of poverty or 
ghetto conditions, but of racial inferiority. 
Another Nazi, speaking loudly and in- 
eoherenlly, could make only three words 
understood lo Ihe listening crowd: Kike,' 
Jew. and Nigger. He rept»aled these words 
again and again. 

Turing to the Jews— or turning on the 
Jews— they informed the crowd that 
.Jewish women qre as free with their bodies 
"as pieces of mt^at,*' that the Jews are 
responsibh* for i>pr^idgniphy,"for.the black 



revolution, for the C'ommunist revolution, 
for Hippies. Yippies, the S.D.S., and 
Women's Lib. 

Not all those who were listening were 
sympathetic. As the Nazis chanted **Whitc 
Power. White Power, White Power!** and 
challenged and goaded passerbys lo cress 
the police barricade, and yelled out the 
word "kike,'' an enraged youth ran up to 
the barricade. He was spit on and swung at 
by a Nazi. He swung back, and a scuffle 
ensued. Other onlookers began to gel their 
licks in. and so, of cour.sc, did the Nazis 
The youth was led away by the police, the 
barricades were extended, and the crowd 
was pushed back. The speeches became 
more militant, with the words "nigger" 
atid "kike*' .becoming more frequent, 
replacing the words *M)lack" and "Jew." 

Th(» black couple who own the store in 
front of which Ihe rally was taking place 
haf) tried to drown out llir sprakers by 
N(Mling np .s|(M'eo sp(»akers in Ironl of the 
store, and playing soul music loudly. A 
young cou|)l(» on (he third lloor of the 
i)Mil(ling ptit their slero speakers on lh<' 
window sill and began loudly playing rock. 
The Nazis played (Jerman marching 
music, and drowned Ihe others out. One of 
the Nazi speakers asserted that he hates 
certain Americans, with a passion. He 
pointed lo the couple on tin* third floor. 

The Naxis w«»re egging <>» another 
member of the crowd, now. Alan (JIass, 
Manhattan co-ordinator lor the Jewish 
Defen.se League. They began exchanging 
words with the young man. Mr. (Ilass 
could not lake any more of hearing the 
Nazis slatidering Ihe Jews and cursing hirfi 
personally. Finally, he jumped the 
barricade. 



One Nazi physically attacked him. and a 
brawl ensued, leaving a Nazi Party 
member with a wound in the back of his 
head, which later required stitches. Mr. 
Glass was arrested for felonious assault. 

The rally ended at this point. It seemed 
the Nazis had accomplished their purpose 
They had stirred up ill will, .spread their 
slanderous gospel, and mad(» a Jew to 
appear to be the bad guy. lUit they will be 
back. According to rumors, the Nazis will 
return .soon. It might be enlightening for 
.some of our local politicians to observe the 
next rally. Perhaps the F.B.I, could even 
take time off from some of its more

' knowledge . . . Salk has produced a vaccine 
of questionable value.") 

Are statements such as these, made 
verbally in public or distributed in printed 
form at a rally, truly an excercise in free 
speech? Or are they slander, and in- 
citement to riot? Arc thc^sojutions they 
offer to the *'black problem" in line with 
the American way of doing things— or are 
they an echo of Hitler's solution to the 
"Jewish problem" in the WW II era? If the 
Nazis wish to rid America of ail blacks, 
and the blacks do not wish to be deported, 
will they next suggest that they have 
solution to any possible shortage of fuel for 
America's furnaces? And, if they wish to 
rid the entire American continent of 
blacks, what, then, do they propose to do 



witli^C* .Jews, whom thev ^-icem to hale 
witl^B'cn greater venom, if tliat Ik , 
possSie? 

If the Nazis are entitled to ine freedom to 
say all these things, in public— if they 
are— what rights do Jews and blacks have 
to defend themselves and their reputations 
from these people, and to defend their 
persons from the possible: consequences of 
a sympathetic stin-ed-up -^rowd? 

The next time you see an old WW II 
movie on TV, don*t setlTe back too com- 
placently to watch it.

Albert Preston Lentz xvas expelled from the Klan in 
the Spring of 1970 for insubordination, but the main reason was 
believed to be an allegation that Lentz was a homosexual. 

Lentz then formed the Independent Ku Klux Klan 
of York, Pa., in the fall of 1970 from members of Unit #13 
who remained loyal to him. There are only four or five members 
in the Independent Ku Klux Klan of York, Pa., and Unit #13 is 
defunct, according to the source. 

On November 12, 1971* this source obtained a copy

On Saturday, September 18, 1971, 2:00 PM, 
the (NRP) National Renaissance Party held a rally 
in Journal Square, Jersey City, New Jersey. There were 
approximately 150 people present at the rally. The majority 
of which were white ♦ There were approximately 20 blacks 
present. Approximately half the people present were of 
school age. There were 16 people who participated in the 
rally and identified themselves as members of the NRP. 
All 16 participants were white, 15 were male and one was 
female. All 16 wore uniforms similar to the German Nazi 
uniform. The uniforms were dark grey with bellowed pants 
and black boots, storm trooper insignia armbands were worn, 
the insignia was red and the arm band white. Black combat 
helmets were worn with the storm tra>per insignia. This 
insignia is depicted as follows: 

Also, a few of the 16 NRP members wore insignia 
of ranks on their lapels, one member wore a gold leaf 
similar to the US Army rank of major, another wore one silver 
bar, similar to the US Army first l ieutenant insignia. One ^^ 
of the 16 who identified himself as I I of the ^^^ 

Independent Ku Klux Klan of NY wore a white shirt with the 
insignia "Independent Ku Klux Klan". The 16 members of the 
NRP arrived at the seen of the rally in four separate cars 
at 1:45 PM. They set up a portable speaker's platform and 
a public address system. The public address system was housed 
in a green Renault New York plate HN6406. The members 
of the NRP lined up in a sort of parade dress formation next 
to the speaker's platform. Two American flags were held 
by members of the NRP. The Star Spangled Banner was played 
on a portable record player and then the members of the 
NRP saluted the American flag with a Nazi salute saying the words 
"White Power" as they saluted. There was a sign displayed 
depicting the words "White Power" ^ A white male identifying 
himself as JAMES MEDORE, leader of the National Renaissance 
Party stepped up to the speaker's stand and announced that 
members of the NRP would be posted around the public address 
system and the speaker's platform and would defend the rally 
against attacks by anyone trying to disrupt the rally. He 
mentioned that the NRP believes in law and order and does not 
advocate violence. The NRP supports the police. He said 
that all minority groups are organizing and causing chaos in 
American society. He spoke about racial relations and said 
that inter grat ion does not work.

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He mentioned the Attica incident and spoke in 
complete support of the guards attack actions. He said the 
NRP does not believe in brotherhood and is ant i- Jew and 
anti-black and anti-corrupt politician. He said that Mayor 
LINSSEY of NYC and Mayor GIBSON of Newark are corrupt politicians 
and are causing all the troubles of the respective cities. He 
mentioned that the NRP seeks to organize the white race. 
He said the Jews own most of the land and business in this 
country and they use their money to better their own interests. 
He mentioned that the Leftist element of this country is loaded 
down with Jews. He said that all races are not created equal, 
and that the white race is supreme. He said that NIXON is not 
solving the problems of the US and that NIXON is giving China 
a chance to take over the world. He mentioned the Vietnam 
situation and said that the US should either win the war or 
get out of Vietnam. He talked about World War I and World 
War II. He said part of the NRP program is to stabilize 
prices and wages. He said the NRP seeks to build a state 
based on race power, white race power. He said ABBY HOPjFMAN 
is an enemy of the people because he is a Jew and a Left Wing 
hippie. He mentioned that the Left Wing of this country has 
weapons and that he hoped that they used them. 

The next speaker identified himself as RAY FRANKHOUSER 
and that he had been a member of the Ku Klux Klan since he 
was 17:jyears old. He said that white people in America have 
too much respect for blacks. He said we live in a nation 
filled with lies and hypocricies and controlled by corrupt 
politicians. He stressed that people must have the right to 
bear arms. He said we cannot let the tyrant government take 
over our lives. He said that the NRP will fight and die for 
what it believes. He kept saying that the color of your skin 
will be your uniform. At this point a black middle age man 
tried to storm the stage but was quickly restrained by city 
policemen and NRP members. The speaker then resumed speaking, 
he said "We are fanatics" meaning the NRP. He said the youth 
of this country have too much freedom. 

The next speaker identified himself as RICHARD BOYER, 
member of the NRP. He said all blacks should be sent back 
to Africa. He mentioned that the NRP is going to do something 
about it soon. He said the NRP will not listen to any long 
haired idiots. The next speaker identified himself as LOUIS 
PISTACHIO, member of the NRP. He repeated what the other 
speakers had said and stressed "the color of your skin will be 
your uniform." During his talk people were heckling very loudly. 
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A black man then embraced a uniformed city policeman who 
was guarding the speaker *s platform and was quickly 
restrained (the same black man who tried to storm the 
speaker *s platform previously). 

Speakers who had previously spoke came back to 
address the audience for a second time. All speakers said 
approximately the same things they said the first time speaking ♦ 
In fact all speakers said approximately the same thing. They 
all kept repeating the phrases: "White Power" and "The color 
of your skin will be your Uniform". A black man attacked 
the speaker *s platform for a third time and was restrained. 
All speakers were very inflamatory in their speech. The audience 
appeared very hostile toward the NRP speakers and members. 
There were many hecklers in the audience. . 

A fourth incident occurred when an NRP member 
called a hippie-type youth a "kike" a fight occurred and police 
restrained the youth and allowed the NRP member to depart the 
area in his car. An unidentified policeman was overheard 
saying that there were 15 uniformed policemen at the rally and 
30 un-uniformed policemen and an unknown number of unidentified 
undercover cops present at the rally. He also mentioned that 
the brass gave orders to escort the NRP out of Jersey City. 
In summary the NRP wants to build a state based on white race 
power by organizing the white race. Thgr seek to stabilize 
prices and wages. They are anti-^3^ew, anti-black, anti-tax, anti- 
gun law. They appear as enemies of the state as well as all 
minority group peoples. They say they support the police and 
oppose violence and terrorism, but their rhetoric is very 
violent and terroristic. It was mentioned by an unidentified 
person that the NRP is a NY based group which has been operating 
for 15 years unable to expand the organization.

An Historic First: The NRP Invades Jersey City With Streei Rallies: 

On September 18,. 1971 the National Renaissance Party in collaboration with 
the New Jersey branch of the United Klans Of America held the first Racial 
Nationalist outdoor rally in the history of Jersey City in the very heart of 
Journal Square. We had some 16 uniformed SE men to quard the meeting and 
the speakers v/ere Party Leader Jam.es H. Modole, Grand Dragon Roy Frank- 
houser of tiie Pennsylvania UKA, John Mulry, Kleagle of the Independent Ku 
Kiux IQan, and NRP speakers, Richard Bayer and Louis Mostaccio. A front 
page story from "The Jersey Journal" will be found in this issue of the "NRP 
Bulletin". On September 2ist-the Jersey City Police Chief Stephen Nestor, 
■ under violent pressure from Jewishorganizatiohs and local political hacks, de-'* 
cided to arbitrarily ban all future NRP-Klan rallies in Jersey City ! There 
was a predominantly Wnite audience because our meeting site v/as. situated 
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TliG leader of the National 
Renaissance party (NRP) says 
he will hold another Jersey City 
rally in three or four weeks 
despite the hostile reaction to the 
Journal Square meeting Satur- 
day. 

James Madole, the party's 
national director, said another 
rally would be held at the Square 
within a month as part of a 
Jersey City membership drive. 
In the meantime, he said, a par- 
ty member will be stationed in 
the PATH terminal area to 
distribute literature and sign up 
new members. 

Madolesaid the meeting would ^ 
be outdoors because the party 
probably would have little luck 
in getting someone to rent it a 
hall. He said there were no plans 
to run candidates for local office 
!'at this time." 

Madole said the New YorU- 
based party was founded in 1040 
and currently has between 3.000 
and 4^000 members, nationwide. 
There are "several hundred" in 
New Jersey, he added. 

Violence was averted several 
times Saturday as speakers from 



the NRP and Ku Klux Klan 
loudly advocated * * w h i t e 
supremacy'* and bitterly at- 
tacked minority groups, 
especially blacks and Jews. 
Quick police action prevented 
angry listeners from lunging at 
the speakers platform, set up at 
the end of the East Concourse. 

A crowd of about 300 listened 
to the speakers for an hour and a 
half as a dozen ***soldicis'* of the 
NRP dressed in black and grey 
uniforms reminiscent of Nazi 
Germany, stood guard around 
the platform. 

Madole told the cro-»vd that the 
nation's soaring crime rate is 
due to the J'explosion" created 
when white and black races are 
forced together. "V/c should 
have more and more separation 
instead *of more and more 
brotherhood," he said. 

"White Americans must be the 
rulers," he declared, "because 
there are still more of us than 
there are of them." He added 
that Martin Luther King and 
Robert Kennedy both "got what

they deserved" for preaching 
brotherhopd. 

Ignoring increasingly frequent 
catcalls, Madole'went on to say 
that Jews should not be allowed 
to hold public office because they 
consider themselves a "state 
within a state" and v/ere "ex- 
ploiting the country". 

He said Jews and Negroes and , 
&ny other race that does not ,7iix 
with white gentiles should be 
slopped from entering the 
country and that Negroes should 
be shsipped back to Africa. 

During Madole's speech, NRP 
members moved among the 
crowd -passing out literature, 
ignoring the black spectators in 
tht predominantly white crowd. 

Police, under the direction of 
Deputy Chief Patrick McGee» 
had their hands fult pulling back 
spectators who tried to force 
their way to the speaker's plat- 
form and quieting hecklers, who 
were mostly young whites. 
McGee said he had extra men 
stationed nearby in case of ma- 
jor trouble. 

At one point, a middle-aged 
black man pushed through the 
' crowd shouting, "No, no, we " 
don't want black power— we 
want people power". Police hus- 
tled him- to the rear just as 
several NRP men grabbed him 
at the -platform. "Cool it," one 
policeman told the angr\' crowd, 
**this is what t'hey want to hap- 
pen." 

At the outset of the meeting. 
David Kerr. New Jersey NRP 
mender and program leader, 
told his men.- "Don't agitate, but 
if there's trouble, we'll finish it". 

Roy Frankhauser, "grand 
dragon of the Pennsylvania Ku 
Klux Klan, warned of a coming 
racial revolution where "the 
color of your skin is your 
uniform". He told the crowd it 
could not imagine the "violence, 
terror, killing and fighting" that 
would go on in the streets. 

"And we're not going to give 
up our guns," said Frankhauser. 
■ "A disarmed people -are a weak 
people. The white man's 
ingenuity can make a gun out of 
the things in your kitchen." 

That 1,000 people are killed 
accidently each year by guns did 
not bother him, he said, 
"because this is a small price to 
pay for freedom." 

Another speaker was Richard 
Baer. a New Jersey NRP mem- 
ber who said he formeriy lived in 
Jersey City but moved out 
because he didn't want to live 
with blacks. His speech quickly 
degenerated into -a shouting 
match with a group of youths 
when he called them "gutless, 
long haired idiots."

The meeting slipped into near 
chaos after the shouting on both 
sides reached a high point. 
The next speaker, Louis Pistacio, 
could barely be heard shouting, 
"Long live America", as the 
NRP gu&rd gave their "white 
power" salute and many spec- 
tators mimicked them. 

As the rally broke up, polieo 
•had to hold back the shouting 
crowd surrounding one of the 
NRP cars as it moved out to the 
middle of the square. There, a 
police detail cut the crowd off 
and escorted tKe cars back to 
New York. 

Few persons in the crowd had 
anything complementary to say 
about the speakers. While one* 
man said he thought they were, 

"a little far out," a middle-aged 
woman waved her hand in 
disgust and said: "Jersey City's 
gdt" enough problems wtlwut 
these people."

► The rally had been announced during the morning on Radio Station WOR which 

probably contributed to their presence. On September 22nd the politicians of 

Jersey City, under the leadership of Mayor Charles Krieger, a German Jewish 

refugee, decided to initiate an unprecedented abridgement of the "freedom of 

speech" which all Jews and liberals purport to believe in. They have demanded 

that the NRP should be forced to post a $500,000 bond with the municipal 

authorities to insure the city against "riot damage" before another NRP 

rally can be held 1 Needless to say the NRP has approached the American Civil 

Liberties Union of New Jersey to contest this legalized extortion in the courts. 

Other NRP hammer blows will hit both New Jersey and Pennsylvania very 

shortly. Jersey City was only the beginning.

Investigation in this matter was predicated upon 
receipt of information from Source One, 'vyho advised on 
September 22, 1971, that a white male, identifying himself as 
a member of the National Renaissance Party (NRP) , was observed 
on September 18, 1971, in Jersey City, New Jersey, driving an 
old model gray Mercedes Benz Sedan, New Jersey License Plate 
SVL-739, 

The National Renaissance Party (NRP) was 
founded in 1949 by James H. Madole, who continues to 
serve as its National Director, and who completely 
controls the organization. The NRP is headquartered 
in Madole 's residence at 10 West 90th Street, Apartment 
8, New York, New York, where weekly meetings, usually 
on Sunday, are held. The program of the NRP, formulated 
in 1965, is aimed at the establishment of a "Racial 
Nationalist State** to be accomplished by calling a 
Constitutional Convention to ratify necessary amendments 
to the United States Constitution in order to carry 
out the NRP program* The NRP program remains in effect 
and includes intentions to enact legislation to prohibit 
intermarriage betv/een races, res .rict American citizen- 
ship to mentally and genetically sound Caucasians, and 
hasten the repatriation of American Negroes to independent 
black African natioi^. 

According to information from literature made available 
by Source Two on February 16, 1972, - the NRP is the only organiza- 
tion out in the public streets facing the "Red Mobs" and risking 
their lives to preserve thQ white racial heritage of our 
European ancestors. The NRP^s leader Madole, for 20 years, has 
predicted the now existing American catastrophe and built the

ADOLF'S GONE BUT NOT FORGOT — Frank Drager (on stage) gives a Nazi salute and gets some takers while his 
associate, ftoy Frankhouser, delivers address atop a Little League dugout. 

Struck at this display of WHITE UNITY in a city which had never been invaded 
by Racial Nationalist forces prior to this historic time. They have demanded 
that the NRP and KKK post a $500, 000 bond with Jersey City authorities as 
"RIOT INSURANCE" before further rallies can be held in that stronghold of 
democratic procedure. The New Jersey Civil Liberties Union will knock out 
this legalistic red tape during the winter months leaving us free to resume the 
political organization of Jersey City during the spring of 1972. 

Very much in evidence at the hectic Jersey City rally was a former lieutenant 
of the late George Lincoln Rockwell byname of Frank Drager. This courageous 
fighter never left Mr. Madole's side during the entire length of the meeting. 
On October 10, 1971 Mr. Drager was present at another joint NRP-Klan rally 
in the Old Dutch Mill at Kutztown, Pa. where such speakers as Roy Frankhouser, 
the Pennsylvania Grand Dragon of the United Klans of America, James Ho 
Madole, Leader of the NRP, and Louis Mostaccio of the NRP were speakers o 

In order to foster a still greater degree of unity among American Racial Na- 
tionalist forces as well as to open the gates of Trenton, New Jersey to the 
militant forces of Aryan Supremacy, Frank Drager organized the White Action 
Movement (WAM) in collaboration with the Klan and NRP. Trenton, the capitol 
of New Jersey, has been wracked by ferocious racial disturbances in its public 
school system.

the Holiday Inn at Princeton, New Jersey to announce plans for a mass public 
rally in Riverview Park whicK is located in Trenton's Conservative South Ward. 
WithMr.Drager at this conference were NRP Secretary Richard Bayer, Andrej 
Lisanik, Commander of the NRP's uniformed Security Echelon (SE), and SE 
trooper Tom McNeill. The proposed WAM meeting received prodigious coverage 
from the news media throughout the Delaware Valley. Chann.52 in Philadelphia 
carried 15 minutes straight of interviews with Mssrs. Drager and Bayer con- 
cerning the purpose and location of the Riverview Park rally. The indefatigable 
Frank Drager, with a coterie of local Klansmen, attended civic gatherings and 
spoke at pool halls and youth centers to get support from the oppressed White 
boys and girls of Trenton's school system. 

The big day came on October 31, 1971 and the whole Trenton Police Force was 
on hand seeking to deter as many cars as possible from even driving close to 
the isolated site of the White Power rally. A large array of pickets from the 
semi-decrepid Jewish War Veterans were murdering the patriotic hymn, 
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"God Bless America", while the pro-Marxist Youth Against War and Fascism 
were provoking fights and hurling verbal abuse. The inspiring fact was that 
over 150 young men and women showed up to do battle with the accursed Jews 
and Communists. One Jewish War Vet was hit on his long beak by awell-aimed 
rock hurled by a 21 year old youth. He was arrested but bailed out later by 
Frank Drager. One young Marxist from Brooklyn, New York was arrested 
for using obscene language to a police officer, Masses of young people were 
inspired to give White Power salutes and shout slogans against their Jewish 
oppressors. Speakers were Frank Drager of WAM, Roy Frankhouser( Grand 
Dragon of the Pennsylvania UKA), Bill Sickles (Grand Dragon of the Aryan 
Knights of the KKK from Pittsburgh), Albert Lentz (Grand Dragon of the In- 
dependent KKK), and James H. Madole, Leader of the NRP. 
After the rally we drove to WAM Headquarters in Trenton with about 30 men 
and laid plans to extend our activities in 1972 from Boston, Mass. to Richmond, 
Virginia. We intend to setup political bases in Boston, Mass., Bridgeport, 
Conn. , New York City, Jersey City, Trenton, New Jersey, Reading, Pa. , 
Harrisburg, Pa., Washington, D. C, and Richmond, Virginia. 
Naturally the leadership of the NRP will collaborate with any organization that 
is devoted to the preservation of the Aryan Race and our glorious American 
Nation but we conclusively believe that the program of the NRP is the only 
comprehensive blueprint for the achievement of these goals ! We cannot eter- 
nally look to the past for our racial future. Those who endlessly parrot the 
words of "Mein Kampf" written in 1924 or the American Constitution written 
in 1788 are hopelessly chained to the dead past and cannot hope to create an 
Aryan Empire geared to the AGE OF SPACE TRAVEL AND ATOMIC PHYSICS ! 
Further we have no intention of sitting down with drunkards, religious fanatics 
who blindly seek to equate the doctrine of Aryan racial superiority with the 
universalist dogma of orthodox Christianity, or political gutter snipes who 
whisper that the NRP is run by "Arab Agents", "Russian Agents", "provo- 
cateurs for the Anti- Defamation League of B'nai B'rith", or "devil-wor- 
shippers and/or atheists" ! We have the greatest admiration for men like 
Frank Drager, Roy Frankhouser, Albert Lentz, and Bill Sickles who have 
proven their courage and devotion on the political battlefield with deeds 
rather than words and thus we hope that WAM proves mutually satisfactory 
to all those united within its ranks and does not permit antagonistic forces 
to penetrate and undermine this alliance.

For some 6 or 7 years the NRP has noted that whenever the political fortunes 
of our movement has been on the rise, with large numbers of public rallies 
being held and successful inter-state alliances being consummated, a small 
number of loud- mouthed drunks and/or ne^er-do- wells have invariably 
crept out of the woodwork and sought to spread discord and mistrust in our 
ranks. They have attended public meetings and gotten into conversations with 
newcomers in order to inject their divisive poison against the hard-working 
members of the NRP who made these meetings possible ! Always they form 
letterhead organizations in order to solicit booze money from honest patriots. 
Publications are issued by these gentlemen but seldom, if ever, do more than 
3 editions ever reach subscribers. After six months another recruiting drive 
is launched among NRP, National Youth ,Alliance, or Conservative suckers 
who are soon disillusioned by the group of unshaven, unwashed, and loud- 
mouthed drunkards which form the backbone of these nebulous, letterhead 
"organizations". 

Amongst these political gadflies are George Adam Link, a one-time New 
York City organizer for George L. Rockwells American Nazi Party whom 
Rockwell later threw out for his overindulgence in alcoholic beverages, Sven 
Engblom, another gentleman who is seldom seen in full possesion of his 
faculties, due to the evils of John Barleycorn, Larry Gladstone, a strange 
character, supposedly haK-Jewish, who is always forming "Movements" 
and downgrading the NRP (Gladstone was arrested for gun-running in Florida 
in the company of a Jew by the name of Kalmanson), and there are several 
lesser lights unworthy of mention at this time. Mr. Link, and his cohorts, 
after being kicked out of Rockwell's movement for their alcoholic" propensi- 
ties, have formed a steady flow of "groups" such as "The Civilian Defense 
League", "The American Guard", "The American Mobilizers", and now 
"The Christian Defense League". All have been perpetuated by the vampiric 
relationship of G. Link to the NRP and other membership organizations 
as well as to the gullibility of newcomers in these movements who fall for 
Mr. Link's sales pitch which always includes attacks upon the Leadership 
and tactics of the Established parties whom he draws upon for financial 
sustenance! It would be a blessing to all sincere advocates of the Racial 
Nationalist Movement in America if people with flagrant records of chronic 
alcoholism, homosexuality, or drug addiction simply avoided the leadership 
cadres of "racist" political activity since exposes and scandals of sensational 
or disgusting nature will only drive honest patriots away ! 

Many sincere critics of the NRP deplore the fact that I cannot, in good con- 
science, endorse Orthodox Christian doctrine as a tenet of our political and 
spiritual world viewpoint. Knowing that every Christian leader from Pope 
Paul in Rome to Billy Graham, Orval Roberts, the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
and the entire leftist menage at the Federal Council of Churches of Christ 
are committed to breaking down all racial barriers between Aryans and Stone 
Age primitives I have no alternative but to oppose Christianity as "a Semitic 
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spiritual creed'' and a morality of slaves which subjugated the minds of our 
healthy p^an ancestors ! In this I am upheld by the late Pope Pius who stated: 
"No Christian can be an anti-Semite, for we are all Semites spirituallyo " 
All Christian leaders of any significant stature have viciously opposed the 
Apartheit policy which preserves Aryan rule on the Dark Continent in South 
Africa and Rhodesia. Some have even joined the Bantu savages in calling for 
a bloodbath against Aryan settlers. Christianity supports humanistic Lib- 
eralism which I despise with every iota of my being ! Christianity lets poor 
Aryan children starve in Appalachia but calls on its duped minions to supply 
millions of dollars and tons of food and clothing to keep alive such useless 
human debris as the Ibo tribesmen of Biafra and the Dravidian mongrels 
known as the Bangla-Desh in East Pakistan! Even right-wing ministers 
like 300 pound Billy James Hargis is cooperating with the Israeli tourist 
agency in selling round trip visits to the Holy Land while Rev. Carl Mclntire 
is soliciting funds from Aryan nationalists to rebuild an exact replica of the 
Temple of Jerusalem in Cape Canaveral, Florida ! Why should hard-working 
Aryans support these asinine Jewish schemes and permit these hypocritical 
ministers and priests to enslave our minds with Semitic fairy tales while they 
enrich themselves with our hard-earned money. That is why the NRP offers 
many rare but invaluable occult and metaphysical books which tell you of the 
wonderful spiritual heritage of Aryan Man. These include studies of Aryan 
historical and spiritual development traced from Atlantis through Iran, India, 
Egypt of the Pharaohs, Classical Greece, the Roman Empire, Medieval Europe, 
right up to the present day. The glory and beauty of Aryan spiritual doctrines, 
including the Nature Religions of Druidism and the Witch Cults (having nothing 
to do with Devil worship although so stigmatized by bigoted Medieval clergymen), 
as well as the harmony which man developed with Nature through the mystery 
religions of Persia, Egypt, India, Greece, and Rome would make the Semitic 
creeds of Judaism, Christianity, and Islam pale into total insignificance by 
comparison ! We ask only that you open your minds and study these volumes 
in order to cast out the Semitic lies which turn you against your own people 
and look upon the shining sun of your own Aryan spiritual heritage! 

Whereas the Semite seeks to have GOD descend into matter or flesh by in- 
carnating ^as a human being as witness Jesus Christ, El Mehdi, the coming 
Messiah of the Moslems, and the long-awaited Messiah of the Jews,the Aryan 
believes that man elevates himself into GODHOOD by developing his mental 
and spiritual powers ! In short the Semite lowers Godhood into humanity while 
the Aryan elevates man into God (the "God- Man'' or Superman). Aryan 
society is a pyramid wherein the base is represented by a racially pure stock 
of farmers, workers, and merchants, the center by the warriors of the Race, 
and the apex by an aristocracy of the intellect which gives direction and pur- 
pose to the entire pyramidal structure.

who take part in mass productiouo In the immensity of modern cities he is 
isolated and as if losto He is an economic abstraction, a unit of the herdo 
He gives up his individuality o He has neither responsibility nor dignity. 
Above the multitude stand out the rich men, the powerful politicians, the bandits . 
The others are only nameless grains of dust, c (Ed. Note: Is this not a perfect 
description of life under democratic Capitalism in Modern America ?) 

'^Individuals are not equaL The equality of their rights is an illusiono The 
feeble-minded and the man of genius should not be equal before the lawc The 
stupid, the unintelligent, those who are dispersed, incapable of attention, of 
effort, have no right to a higher educationo It is absurd to give them the same 
electoral power as the fully developed individuals o Sexes are not equaL To 
disregard all these inequalities is very dangerous « The democratic principle 
has contributed to the collapse of civilization in opposing the development of 
an elite. It is obvious that, on the contrary, individual inequalities must be 
respectedo In modern society the great, the small, the average, and the 
mediocre are neededc But we should not attempt to develop the higher types 
by the same procedure as the lowero The standardization of men by the 
democratic ideal has already determined the predominance of the weak. 
Everywhere, the weak are preferred to the strongo They are aided and pro- 
tected, often admiredo Like the invalid, the criminal, the insane, they attract 
the sympathy of the public. .. As it was impossible to raise the inferior types, 
the only means of producing democratic equality among men was to bring all 
to the lowest level. Thus vanished personality, o o o c . o We have infringed nat- 
ural lawSo We have thus committed the supreme sin, the sin that is always 
punished. <> o « o o The individual has become narrow, specialized, immoral, 
unintelligent, incapable of managing himself and his own institutions c But at 
the same time the biological sciences have revealed to us the most precious 
of all secrets - the laws of the development of our body and of our con- 
sciousness. This knowledge has brought to humanity the means of renovating 
itself o As long as the hereditary qualities of the race remain present, the 
strength and the audacity of his forefathers can be resurrected in modern 
man BY HIS OWN WILL. " 

Judeo- Christian dogmas caused Aryan Man to abandon his harmonious 
relationship with the immutable LAWS OF NATURE and thus to fall into the 
vile morass of Liberal Democratic thinking and the mental tensions and ab-
